In New 
Jersey the issues were local, and 
the President's veto of prohibition 
probably had considerable influence 
in favor of the Democrats.” 
Senator Capper of Kansas, Repub- 
lican, thought the results pointed 
the way to a sweeping Republican 
victory next year. Senator Wat- 
son of Indiana, Republican, how- 
ever, insisted the results were with- 
out national significance. He was 
pleased with results in Massachu- 
setts, but thought the issues every- 
where were local. 

“It looks,“ said he, “as if New 
Jersey wanted beer and Ohio didn't.“ 

“The result in Massachusetts,” 
said Senator Kenyon of Iowa, Re- 
publican, “is particularly pleasing 
to all Americans and Republicans“ 

Senator Hitchcock, the adminis- 
tration leader, expressed pleasure at 
the Massachusetts result, tut failed 
to see national significance in any 
of the elections. He thought they 
had no bearing on the treaty ficht. 

Senator King of Utah, Democrat. 
said he Was delighted with the 
Massachusetts results, although he 
had never split his ballot in his life. 

m glad the Republicans won 
there,“ he said. “I would have made 
speeches for Gov. Coolidge if I had 
had time. As for New Jersey, I

LAUZANNE DECULARFS ONLY

IZE CONSTANTINOPLE,

PARIS, Nov. 5.—~In a leading ar- 
ticle in the Matin, Stephane Lau- 
zanne makes one more appeal to 
America to accept a mandate for 
Constantinople and Armenia. He 
writes: 

“America is the great reservoir 
of energy. It holds the secret of 
doing things on a grand scale, and 
doing them quickly. It has youth, 
power, riches and efficiency. We 
in Euro are old, poor, weak and 
divided." It would be a tremendous 
thing if America, having given up 
her money, her army and her ma- 
terials, would give us this example. 

“And what an example it would 
be if Amenica accepted the Con- 
stantinople mandate. Here isa city 
that is one of the most marvelous 
in the world, and which after twen- 
ty centuries fs still sunk in corrup- 
tion. Yet within its harbor and its 
hills there could be made a luminous 
center for Europe. 

“Only America can transform Con- 
etantinople only America can install 
itself there without incurring hos- 
tility or jealousy. Alone it can 
civilize the capital of Islamism, 
and that without the need of regi- 
ments or cannon. An that would 
be necessary would be American 
engineers and contractors. A Hoover 
or a Davison would suffice, and 
America is full of Hoovers and 
Davisons. 

“If America will accept, then it 
can say it has given an incompar- 
able service to humanity, and 
played a grand role gn the world. 
It will have, as the youngest de- 
mocracy, given a lesson to the old 
er nations of Europe. We say to 
our friends in America:

PLANS DOWNED. 


Removal of Injunction upon 
Strike is Rejected, 


May Issue Permanent Re- 
straining Order Later. 
President Wilson Puts Garfield 
in Charge of Prices. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. — Or- 
ganized labor’s proposal for ending 
the coal strike through withdrawal 
of injunction proceedings against of- 
ficers of the United Mine Workers’ 
of America was rejected bluntly to- 
day by the Department of Justice. 
The government’s answer to the 
union suggestion advanced by Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, was given 
by Assistant Attorney-General Ames, 
who declared the strike was a ttula- 
tion ot law and that as lon as it 
continued the only place to fight it 
out was in court. 
Union labor leaders, visibly dis- 
turbed by this refusal, agreed with 
the operators that the statement of 
the government's position swept 
away all hope of tmmediate settle- 
ment of the strike involving more 
than 400,000 soft coal miners in. 
twenty-eight States. The restrain- 
ing order issued by Federal Judge 
Anderson at Indianapolis last week 
was made returnable Saturday. The 
miners’ counsel will go into court 
then and ask for dismissal of al! 
proceedings. One of two things will 
hoppen. 
MAY PERMANENTLY ENJOIN. 
The court, according to officials, 
either will grant the plea of the 
miners or issue a permanent injunc- 
tion, carrying it with a mandatory 
order to John L. Lewis, acting pres- 
ident of the miners’ organization, to 
call off the strike. 3 
Whatever the court does, it is ex- 
pected to be the next important move 
bearing on the question of settling 
the strike. 
Miners’ representatives and labor 
leaders emphasized today that with- 
drawal of court proceedings would 
bring peace to the coal flelds within 
forty-eight hours. Lewie's statement 
that the miners would be willing to 
negotiate a new wage scale “with- 
out reservations” meant, they said, 
that the slate would be wiped clean 
and demands for a five-day week and 
a six-hour day, together with a 60 
per cent. wage increase withdrawn.

WOMAN PASSENGER DESCRIBES 
DANGERS AND ADVENTURES 
ABOARD “BODENSEE.”

LONDON, Nov. 5.—The story .of 
the adventurous voyage of the Zep- 
pelin Bodensee, which narrowly 
escaped destruction while carrying 
thirty passengers Monday night, is 
told by Mrs. Tower, wife of the Lon- 
don Daily Mail’s Berlin correspond- 
ent, who was aboard the airship. 
“Arriving from Friedrichshafen at 
Staaken,“ Mrs. Tower says, “the air- 
ship bumped violently, disabling the 
motors, and swerved into a crowd of 
spectators, killing one and injuring 
six. Then, after repeated bumping, 
she suddenly rose to what seemed an 

immense height.” 3 
ALL LIGHTS OUT. 
“The accident had put out all the 
lights, and we were in total dark- 
ness. Snow was falling, and it was 
intensely cold. All the windows 
were smashed. Capt. Fleming as- 
sured the passengers if they kept 
quiet he could save the ship. 
“In two hours, by the extraordi- 
nary courage of the war-trained me- 
chanics, the motors were repaired, 
but so little gasoline was left that 
only one motor could be used. | 
“After drifting for hours with a 
damaged compass, the captain again 
brought the ship over Staaken, in- 
tending to await dawn, but at mid- 
night he realized this was impracti- 
cable, and after navigating for three 
hours in the darkness found a suit- 
able landing between Magdeburg and 
Stendal. 2185 
“There we descended very slowly, 
finally alighting on the tops of

ly covered with snow. Here the ship 
rested. We were rescued at dawn.

EXPECT VERDICT IN | 
WAR-CONTRACT SUIT. 


INABILITY TO GET SCHEELITE, 
USED FOR SHELLS, CAUSE 
OF ACTION HERE... 


A suit growing out of war contracts, 
on trial before Judge Valentine, ts 
expected to be ended today. The suit 
was brought by the Hudson Reduc- 
tion Company against John Wigmore 
Sons and Company for $22,848.80, 
based on a contract to provide 120 
tons of mineral known as scheelite to 


the reduction company. It is assert - 
ed that only fifty-six tons were deliv- 
ered. 

The price of the ore advanced dur- 
ing the war, and the reduction com- 
pany was obliged to go into the open 
market and pay the advanced price, 
it is alleged. The difference between 
the contract price and the market 
price is the amount asked for in the 
complaint. The contract was entered 
into in 1912. 

Scheelite is used with tungsten in 
the production of tungsten steel, 
which was very much in demand 
during the war. It was extensively 
used in making shells. 

The defendant company asserts 
that it did not enter into a contract 
to provide the entire 120 tons of 
scheelite, but simply acted as the 
plaintiff company’s agent to buy up 
all it could, the reduction company 
providing the money and paying the 
expenses to buy all the scheelite 


avaliable.

Marks fell to 15 pestas for 160 
marks, franca to 55 pesetas for 109, 
and the dollar from 6 pesetas, 1 
centesimes to 5 pesetas. It is esti- 
mated upward of 3,000,000 marks 
were bought during the past few 
weeks. 

The decision to arrest this wild 
speculation in 
spells the ruin of many Spaniards. 
Thousands of persons were 
in the gambling, from small shop- 
keepers, who in some cages mort- 
gaged their businesses, to large 
dealers. When the craze started 
marks were as high as 40 pesetas, 
and with a drop to 15 many paper 
fortunes were wiped out. 

It is not believed the banks are 
affected seriously by the regulations, 
as in most cases of large deals re- 
serves held in Germany will cover 
purchases.
